HUMPHREY, CASEY’ COUNTY’. 

I believe the INTERIOR JOURNAL 
and other pa|>ers have seldom had cor- 
respondence from this section; vet this 
is one of the choicest' parts of Casey 
eouoty, leaving out Its rough uneven 
surface. Its agricultural capacities 
are fine. Its best high lands have been 
known fo produce as high as 2.1 bushels 
of wheat per acre, without scientific 
farming, and from 40 to 50 bushels of 
corn. The best of garden vegetables 
and fruits are grown here. Its miner- 
al resource* are also good. Specimens 
of Its building stone can be seen in tbe 
foundation of tbe county court bouse 
and also In the walls of tbe new bank 
building at Liberty. In the last 40 
years there have been great improve- 
ments In buildings and methods of 
farming around here. 

After the organization ol the com- 
mon school system in 1850, this part of 
the county took the lead In the ad- 
vancement of popular education and 
still keeps up with more favored parts. 
At the organization of that system, 
Casey county was far behind other 
parts of the State In qualification of its 
teachers and character of Us school 
buildings, but under the superinten- 
dence of that sterling old commission- 
er, Esquire John Humphrey, the cause 
of education soon made rapid strides, 
but was soon interrupted bv tbe fierce 
spirit of war. 

There has been much business dime 
In this section since the advent of tbe 
railroad. Humphrey A McClure with 
others did a large mercantile and tim- 
ber trade here for a numbei of years. 
Our poplar, white oak, and walnut 
timbers were the finest in the State A 
fine trade is still going oo but timber is 
getting scarce. Our town has two 
mercantile establishments, four black- 
smith shops, one mill, one shingle ma- 
chine and two doctors and several resi- 
dences 

In regard to our merchants: Mr. A. 
1. Bales drifted here from Indiana 
when the c mipletion of the Cincionati 
Southern opened the great limber 
trade He married a Casey county 
woman and has become naturalized. 
Uls store is on tbe corner of Y’osemile 
and Kingsville streets, and be does a 
good business. Simon T. Elliot, who 
Is a native of the heath, keeps store oo 
Main street, nearly opposite Jake Dur- 
ham's mill, and also oear tbe corner of 
Somerset and Eubanks streets. He, 
too, has a good trade. Our two doctors 
arc W. T. Garner and D. S. Floyd, 
both gentlemen of skill and reputation 
in their profession. Though our town 
occupies considerable space, t..e num- 
ber of buildings Is limited, there being 
many vacant hits between tbe business 
houses. We hope these lots will soon 
be surveyed and buildings erected on 
them. 

A now telephone line hu- been lately 
opened from .here to Y’oseraitc and 
Bethelridge.

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The Houses of Reform now contain 
27 white and 32 colored boys and the 
courts are sending new recruits almost 
daily. The institution is in good run- 
ning condition and the inmates all 
seem to be satisfied and willing to 
learn. They are very comfortably sit- 
uated and Supt. Doak is fast getting 
home-like conditions to prevail. A 
visit to the institution will convince 
any one of its importance and necessity 
aad of the wisdom of the trustees in 
adopting the plans they have, so that 
buildings can almost be added indefi- 
nitely as they are needed. The manual 
training building and the power house 
have been completed and a double cot- 
tage for boys and a single one for girls 
are approaching completion, and it will 
require all of the $100,000 to pay for 
them, leaving other and very important 
buildings, such as the agrlcultuial 
building, the administration cottage 
and a second cottage each lor boys and 
girls, yet to be built. In order to 
build them, the trustees will ask for an 
additional appropriation of $100,000 by 
the present Legislature, which will 
doubtless send a committee to visit the 
-institutions and report. The impor- 
tance of caring for and reforming 
youthful criminals can not be overesti- 
mated and there Is little doubt that the 
Legislators will grant the additional 
appropriation, which will meet pres- 
ent needs and put Kentucky with the 
forefront in a matter in which she has 
so long lagged: To save the children 
from the association of hardened crim- 
inals in the penitential and to make 
useful citizens of them, the Houses of 
Reform are designed, and every cent 
spent for the purpose will pay the 
State, many, many fold. 

On one of the pages of this issue will 
be found a copy of the law prescribing 
for what offenses children may be sent 
to the Houses of Reform and how they 
may be sent. 

J Blackburn is now senator- 
elect from Kentucky and all good dem- 
ocrats say "amen.” They have been 
without a representative in the l pper 
House of Congress since Lindsay turn- 
ed against them and the -‘unspeak- 
able” DeBoe was foisted upon them. 
The vote on joint ballot was: Black- 
burn 79. Bradley 54. Ray, of Garrard, 
was at home and Alexander and Hays, 
of Louisville, didn't vole. There is 
some doubt about the proper date for 
the election of a senator, and in order 
to make assurance doubly sure, Mr. 
Blackburn will be elected some more 
next Wednesday. He was cheated out 
of his dues at the last session and the 
more times he Is elected now the bet- 
ter. We should like to vote for him 
every day in the year. 

IT is always the kicked dog that 
howls. Seeing the handwriting on the 
wall that democracy is about to come 
into possession of its own, the repub- 
licans have renewed the tactics em 
ployed to intimidate the election board 
by making all manner of threats 
against the Legislature, the judges 
and all others who dare to do their 
duty. But their bluff won’t work 
The democrats are proceeding along 
purely legitimate and prescribed lines 
and if the decision shall be in their fa 
vor, those declared elected to the offices 
will fill them and that will be an end 
of it. The republicans can talk but 
they dare not act. Bluff has always 
been their game. 

The oath of Whallen in procuring a 
warrant for Senator Harrel. for ob- 
taining money under false pretenses 
confirms in full the statement of the 
Senator and shows the Buckingham 
Boss up as the biggesiarascal and liar 
in the business. When the charges of 
attempted bribery were first made, 
against him, he declared that it was 
purely "a pipe dream” and that he 
scarcely knew Harrel. His sworn 
statement gives the lie direct to this 
and proves to what desperate straits 
the Brownies and republicans had come 
in order to carry their point.

The injunction case of the regular 
State election commissioners against 
the rump board was argued before the 
full bench of the court of appeals yes- 
terday and submitted. Attorney Louis 
Meijuown appeared for the regular 
board, and Gov. W. O. Bradley for the 
commissioners appointed by Taylor. 

Mr. John W. Rawlings, of Danville, 
told the Cincinnati Enquirer that the

Senator George T. Farris, of t>ar- 
rard county, is father of a bill which, 
if passed through this General Assem- 
bly, will put the trusts and big corpor- 
ations doing business io the State of 
Kentucky, out of politics for good. The 
measure proposes to put in immediate 
operation that portion of Section l.»0, 
of the Constitution, which provides 
that for interference in any election, a 
corporation shall forfeit ita charier, or, 
If a foreign corporation, its right to do 
business in the State. The bill pro- 
vides a fine of from $100 to $2,000 for 
each offense. 

Eighty-six bills were introduced 
Tuesday in the Senate and House. 
Among them were several bills on the 
order of the Chino School Book raeas 
ure and the Roberts Local Option bill; 
several anti-trust bills: an anti-lobby- 
ing bill; an anil cigarette bill: a bill 

for an additional circuit judge io Jeff- 
erson county: a bill for a new judicial 
district, composed of the counties 
of Leslie. Clay and Knoa; a bill 
to submit a constitutional amendment 
abolishing the secret ballot, and 
two bills for a poll-tax qualification on 
voters. Mr. Hagby, of Boyle, offered 
a bill providing for an appropriation 
of $125,000 for the erection of a build- 
ing for a dormitory, dining room and 
school rooms as an addition to the 
Deaf Mute Institute at Danville, and 
for steam beatiog Improvements. 

Slack, of Owensboro, in nominating 
Gov. Bradley for U. S. SenaUir. ripped 
and rared and tore his shirt after the 
manner of a new convert to republi- 
canism, such as he is, in declaring his 
belief that the democratic majority has 
determined to rob the present occu- 
pants of the offices to which tbpy had 
fairly and hooestly been elected by the 
people io November, In spite of the 
most gigantic frauds that ever disgrac- 
ed the State, and put In their places u 
gang of conspirators who dominate the 
party in majority In the Legislature.

The Utter 
often attract mure callers than the hostess, 
and newly arrived families are on the look 
out for popular women for their rere|itioni 
The affairs are conducted with lavish south 
era hospitality. Tables are loaded with 
viand*— real southern rgg nog or howls of 
Fish House punch mixed by a well guarded 
formula, an heirloom in the fanul), is 
served. It is s gala day for Washington, aud 
it is well it comes but once a year. 

New Year's day is made much of in 
Europe, and in some countries its celebra- 
tion is on a more elaborate scale than 
Christmas. Gifts are exchanged with rr«k 
less abandon, recalling the days of feudal- 
ism, when every landlord presented his ten 
ant with a fat capon. An orange stuck with 
cloves was the common gift of poor peop.e. 
Among the rich, gloves were a popular pres 
ent, and often a sum of money, called glove 
money, served as a substitute. When pins 
were invented they took the place of gloves, 
and every woman was proud of her collec 
tion of pins made from thorns, bone, silver, 
gold or steel. The expression, pin iponey, 
was originally used to designate the money 
often presented in lieu of the pins for then 
purchase. I’nder good ljueen Bess the 
custom of giving presents on New Year's 
was at rte high water mark, and the most 
extravagant packages were distributed an- 
onymously with no inscription but ■ verse 
expressing greetings. 

According to an old superstition, one's 
luck for the year is dependent on the com 
plexion of the first man who calls. If he 
is a blonde, fate will be kind, but if a 
dark-complexioned man atops over the 
threshold first, sickness, trouble and finan- 
cial disaster are apt to step with him So 
firmly was this superstition implanted in 
the mind of an elderly woman that she 
made arrangementa every year by which 
her first. caller was sure to be of a light 
complexion. 

The holiday revels in England end with 
Twelfth Night. In America they are 
drawn to a close with the New Year 
celebration. The stripping of the Christ- 
mas tree, which properly takes place New 
Year’s Eve, is frequently made the ex 
ruse for a jolly party. There is very 
likely to be a parknge on the tree for 
each one present, containing a joke that will 
be as good-natured as it is nmusing.

For uncounted ape* it has been an ac- 
cepted axiom that evil is quick and 
swift and pood la alow and heavy of 
foot. All the world believes that the 
truth niuat labor lonp and paiufully 
to overtake a lie. In the one field of 
business success or failure, however, the 
ahininp stories of preat and sudden 
wealth far outstrip the less seductive 
chronicles of fadinp fortunes and ru- 
inous chronicles of fadinp fortunes and 
ruinous reverses. 1‘erhaps this proves 
the rule. Is it not a fundamental doc- 
trine of philosophers that the lust of 
riche* is a preat and widespread evil? 
Certainly that ia true w hen the avenue 
by which wealth Issouphtls the broad 
path to destruction which is known as 
marpin speculation, and it Is in that 
field of fierce atrupglcs for swift riches 
that the fortunes won most completely 
blot out of sipht the fortunes lost. There 
is the place where the danperof forpet- 
tlnp what is disagreeable is most immi- 
nent and serious. For example, saya 
the Cleveland Leader, who notices the 
drop in the msrket value of stocks in 
such a day of declining prices ns the 
other day was? Not one in every ten. 
surely, of the multitude that looked 
with longing and wonder upon thespec- 
tacle of sudden wealth, gained without 
effort which was presented last winter 
and last spring when the price of se- 
curities rose so steadily and swiftly 
that anyone who bought them, and did 
not wait too long, scored handsome 
profits. It id easy to overlook the news 
of dropping quotations. A declining 
market is not celebrated in the paper*. 
The men whose nominal fortunea 
shrink fast and alarmingly do not say 
much of their fate. Their stories are not 
the kind that people like to hear. Yet 
prices may fall Just as swiftly as they 
rise. Already the total value, nt cur- 
rent quotations, of the stocks dealt In 
by Wall street, speculators has fallen 
hundreds of millions of dollars from the 
highest point reached this year. The 
cbunces are that there may be further 
shrinkage before 1S»U end*. It is the 
side of speculation which ought never 
to be forgotten. 

J. Eods How, of St. Louis, who has 
refused to accept $1,000,000 Inherited 
from his relatives because he has not 
earned it by his own labors, has given 
$2,000 to be expended “for the public 
welfare." This represents the interest 
on a sum he keeps in bank to enable 
him to prosecute his work of relieving 
distress among the poorer classes. It 
is "unearned increment,” lie says, and, 
therefore, he refuses to u»e it himself. 
As a matter of fact, it is very seldom 
that he spends any money on his own 
account. lie left his mansion in Lindell 
boulevard to live among the poorest 
classes In St. Louis. He conducfs the 
Mission home at Ninth and, Washington 
streets. One room and a kitchen con- 
stitute his home. He is a nephew of 
the late James It. Eads, who built the 
bridge across the Mississippi river at 
St. Louis. Hr was educated at an east- 
ern college, and while traveling after- 
ward in Europe conceived the Idea of 
devoting his life to the poor.
